Verdun on Monday were checked with heavy losses hy General Pe- 
tain’s men and the,German gained nothing. The assaults began with 
an attack on a front of about a mile and a quarter north of the Boise 
Le Chaume, Only in the centre of the assaulting line were the Ger- 
mans able to reach the French positions, the artillery dispersing them 
elsewhere. The French fought valiantly and remained masters of the 
situation after inflicting heavy losses on the Germans. 
Simultancously the German Crown prince threw forward two 
secondard attacks, one north of Bezonvaux, south of the Boise Le 
“Chauine, and the other southeast of Beamont, northeast of the wood. 
Here the French did not wait for the Germans to reach their trenches 
but went out to meet the attackers who were driven back with losses. 


Later in the day the Crown Prince hurled two | 
against the Boise Le Chaume, only to meet further failure.

PATHOFRAGING 
FOREST FIRES 


Conflagration Making Headway 


at an Alarming Speed in 
Northern Minnesota 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire.) 
WARROAD, Minn. Sept. 24.— 


Serious forest fires are raging through- | 


out northern Minnesota, and already 
great damage has been caused. There 
has been a long spell of dry weather, 


‘and fanned by a high wind, the 
flames are making headway at an 
alarming speed. Already the Egler 


Lumber Company's saw mill has been 
destroyed, and late tonight the ex- 
tensive lumber yards were a mass of 
flames. Two farm houses are also 
known to have been completely wip- 
ed out, but so far as can be learned, 
there has yet been no loss of life. 

The worst fire is in the neighbor- 
hood of Beaudette and Spooner, but 
throughout the whole ‘northern part 
of the state the air is so dense with 
smoke that it is impossible to see 
very far. The only possible hope of 
the fires being extinguished is by a 
heavy rainfall, and there is no in- 
dication of this, 


Owing to the smoke, two automo- 


| biles collided, and the occupants were 


seriously hurt. The accident occur- 
red near Beaudette. 

A number of towns now lie in the 
direct path of the flames, and unless 
the wind changes a serious disaster 


is threatened.

Revolution in Ireland 


This letter credited to Judge Co- 
halan, and addresed to Count von 
Bernstorff, says: 


“The revolution in Ireland can only 
be successful if supported trom Ger, 
many, otherwise England wili be able 
to suppress it, even though i: be only 
a few hard struggles. Therefore, help 
is necessary. This should coreist pri- 
marily of aeial attacks in tngland 
Jand a diversion of the fleet simul- 
| taneously with Irish revglution, Then 
if possible, a landing of troops, arms 
and ammunition in Ireland, and pos- 
sibly some officers from Z»opelins 
This would enable the Irish po ts to 
be closed ugainst England and the es 
tablishment of stations for supma ines 
on the Irish coast and the cutting off 
of the supplies of food for tngland. 
The services of the revolutioa may. 
therefore, decide the war.”

LONDON, Sept. 24.—German airplanes and airships have carried 
out simultaneous raids on England. The airplanes invaded the 
southeastern coast district of England and reached London, while 
the airships struck north of London off the coast of Lincolnshire and 
Yorkshire. 

British air craft engaged the German airplanes in a battle of 
more than an hour over the southeastern district of London, — Iu 
addition to dropping bombs, the Germans used a number of aerial 
torpedoes. The airplanes also crossed the counties of Kent and Essex, 
| The casualties by the airplanes so far reported are six dead and about 
| twenty injured, 

The German airships made their foray into England early Tues- 
| day morning, but with what result is not known. 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—There being perfect weather Monday night, 
| for air operations, Londoners expected the German aircraft. Shortly 
after eight o’clock guns were heard firing in-the suburbs and the 
| metropolis had a repetition of the experience to which it had become 
| accustomed. 
Between eight and nine o’colek the noise of battle was heard 
throughout the city. Anti-air-craft guns were being fired from num- 
}erous points and bombs could be heard dropping. Searchlights 
| played- over the city and the rocket-like burst of shrapnel furnished 
an interesting spectacle, 

The purpose of the Germans apparently was the indiscriminate 
‘slaughter of the civilian-population. As far as investigations of the 
Associated Press up to two o’clock this morning were able to discover 
| the casualties were few, 
| The Germans did not attack any points of military importance 
but dropped their bombs as usual, on the residential districts, mostly 
on the dwellings of the poorer classes.

RUSSIAN REVOLT 
FINDS ECHO HERE 


Lawyer Who Knows Language 
Has Argument ‘With 


Interpreter 


An echo of the Russian situation 
was heard in Edmonton's police court 
Mondayy morning when members of 
the loca® Russian colony packed the 
public benches to hear a lengthy as- 
sault case in which John Baroff was 
arraigned on a charge of striking Jehn 
Shean on the left ear and doing bodily 
harm. Fully a dozen witnesses were 
called, all habitues and employees of 
a rooming house on 96th street. 

Edmonton's Russian colony is re- 
ported to be divided in its sympathies 
between Korniloff and Kerensky. The 
alleged assault in the rooming house 
is said to have been the result of a 
quarrel which had been seething for 
some time with Kerensky’s method cf 
handling affairs in Petrograd as the 
subject matter. 

According to the witnesses, who fl 
spoke through the medium of an .re- 
terpreter, affairs had come to a c.imax 
when Baroff, after eating a Cish of 
ice cream, had whirled around from 
the bar on the main floor of the room- 
ing house and struck Shean on the 
ear with his fist. Then, it is alleged, 
he pressed his advantage by seizing 
Shean’s throat and continuing his 
pummelling until thé pair finally 
crashed through a window. Shean is 
undergoing medical treatment.

The board further recommends that 
these increases in rates be distributed 
as requested by the employees, having 
regard to a reduction in the differen- 
tial between eastern and western lines 
due to the difference in the cost of 
living in the east and west. A number 
of the requests made by the employees 
are reserved for future consideration 
and negotiations between the parties. 

TAving Conditions 

The report notes that owing to the 
heretofore marked differences in liv- 
ing conditions east and west of Fort 
William, the empioyees on the western 
lines received increased recognition in 
wages over the employees east of that 
point for the reason that living condi- 
tions were heretofore less expensive in 
the east. This difference is not s0 
pronounced at the present time, and a 
reduction in the gifferential is now 
Justified, as living ‘conditions east and 
west are now more equable. + 

The finding of the board, while giv- 
Ing a considerable increase, does not 
meet the full demands of the employ- 
ees, who sought an amount of increase 
equal in aggregate to 25 per cent, of 
their present wages. 

3,000 Employees 

As over 3,000 employees were con- 
cerned in the demand, the amount of 
increased compensation requested, if 
granted, would have totalled over 
$500,000. 

The company claims that $70,000 
would more than be sufficient to give 
the employees on eastern lines the 
same wages as any other company in 
the same territory. The company also 
maintained that a similar sum of $70,- 
000 granted to the employees on the 
western lines would be an equitable 
adjustment of the rates of pay to the 
employees concerned. 

It is understood that there will be 
No minority report.

A recital of the at natural re- 
sources of Northern British Columbia 
and the Peace River country in Al- 
berta, was the feature of an address 
at a luncheon in the Macdonald on 
Monday by Premier Brewster of Brit- 
ish Columbia, The luncheon was an 
impromptu one given by prominent 
Liberals of the city to the visiting 
prime minister and the B.C. minister 
of lands, Hon. Mr. Patullo of Prince 
Rupert. 

e chair was occupied by J. W. 
Heffernan, and on hie right was the 
guest of honor, while Premier BSifton 
was seated on his left. Hon. Mr. 
Patullo and Alberta cabinet ministers 
were also at the centre table. Among 
the other out-of-town guest was Capt. 
C. B. Reilly, of Calgary. 

Premier Sifton, speaking first, wel- 
comed the guest of honor,/-who he sald 
had completed the work of bringing 
Canada from the Great Lakes to the 
Pacific coast under good honest gov- 
ernment. 

Premier Brewster dealt almost en- 
tirely with his trip through Northern 
British Columbia. It had been made 
to ascertain the needs of a section 
that was little known formerly, and 
the tour had been an eye-opener. In 
an almost unknown land, herds of 300 
head of cattle each, had been found, 
and wheat that graded No. 1 North- 
ern. 

Mr. Brewster mentioned that at 
Fort St. John, the Peace River was 
covered with placer claims, filed by 
men who had rushed in from the 
cast and west as ‘a result of the re- 
ports of gold being found. Three 
weeks travel on that great water- 
course had given them an experience 
that would be hard to excel in plea- 
sure for the lover of out-door life. 

Grain Yield in North. 

Referring to the Pouce Coupe coun- 


. try on the B.C. side, Mr. rewster 
said that a conservative yield was 
750,000 bushels. He told of their 


welcome at Grande Prairie and out- 
lined the tremendous possibilities be- 
fore that part of the north. 


The great problem that the north | 


offered was that of transportation 
and he hoped it would soon be sviv- 
ed, to some extent at least; 

The B.C. Premier said that there 

was no danger to Edmonton's posi- 
tion from the building of a_ railway 
line into Peace River from the coast. 
There would be reciprocal trade, and 
both provinces would reap the bene- 
fit. Alberta wanted lumber, fruit and 
fish from the coast, and in exchange 
could give her grain.

_ WON, FREDERICK 
VILLIERS SAYS 


Veteran War Artist Lectures on 


What He Saw of 
Conflict 


Frederick Villers, the famous war 


artist, who has been through a score | 


of campaigns on three continents, gave 
an interesting talk last night at the 
First Presbyterian church, on what hoe 
saw of the great war. The lecturer 
wore his campaigning suit of khaki, 
and had beited on his trusty revolver. 
The talk was illustrated with lantern 
slides, most of which were reproduc- 
tions of his familiar sketches in the 
Illustrated London News, together 
with several maps and cartoons and 
portraits of the principal generals and 
other personages who are prominent 
in the war, 

Mr. Villiers dealt chiefly with the 


retreat from Mons and the incidents | 


of the early days of the war. He paid 
& warm tribute to the dauntless cour- 
age and dogged heroism of the little 
British force. He said that, owing to 
the shooting of the dispatch riders, 
|notification was not received of .the 
{impending envelopment of the ex- 
pedition until it was alMost too late, 
and the plans for a retirement were 
only perfected in the nick of time. Had 
the messages been delayed for two 
hours longer, said Mr. Villiers, the war 
jin Europe would now have been over 
jand the Germans masters of France. 
| The speaker said that the British 
jattack at Neuve Chapelle failed to 
;reach its objective through lack of 
{shells to cut the enemy’s barbed wire 
jand that that at Loos had not been 
|nltogether successful because the staff 
had miscalculated. Those deficiencies 
j had now been remedied. The army 
was properly supplied with shells and 
|the staff was now competent to deal 
| with any situation, 

| Mr. Villiers’ declaration that the 
war was already won was greeted 
{with applause. He added that be- 
cause the Allies were waging it with 
clean hands it would take a 
longer than if they should make re- 
| prisals for the German air raids. How- 
j ever, that was the way it was being 
done. 

The exciting moment of the even- 
jing was when Mr. Villiers, after ex- 
| plaining that in the early days of the 
conflict the British had to cover up 
their lack of machine-guns by a little 
,;device of their own, sprung a large 
jand vigorous watchman’s ratie by way 
of illustration. Haif the audience 
jumped out of their pews when the 
|thing went off. No wonder the Ger- 
| mans were startled and hesitated-—to 
| their subsequent undoing—when they 
|heard the racket. 

The church was well filled and the

Some Unknown Champions in History of Pugilism 


The history of boxing may be divided into several well defined 
eriods, and of all of them the most obscure and ignominous is that 
etween 1760 and 1780, when the game narrowly escaped extinction, 

All fight fans are familiar with the great deeds of Figg and Brough- 
ton, the fathers of boxing, and with the names of Tom Johnson, 
Dan Mendoza, Jem Blecher and other ring performers of the period 
from 1780 onward, but the intervening time and its bruisers have 
been permitted to fall into deserved oblivion. Bill Stevens, George 
Meggs, George Millson, Tom Juchau, Bill Darts, Tom Lyons, Peter 
Corcoran, Harry Sellers and Duggan Fearns are names totally un- 
known to the average fan, yet all were claimants of the champion- 
ship. In nearly every case the titled changed hands in fixed battles, 
or in bouts so disgraceful because of their savagery and foul methods 
that they sickened the supporters of the sport and left it with 
scarcely a leg to stand on. This “dark ages’ period of boxing began 
with the defeat of Jack Slack, the conqueror of Broughton, in 1760, 
and continued to September 25, 1780, just 137 years ago today, 
when Duggan Fearns became “champion” by defeating Harry Sellers 
in the shortest championship bout in ring history. It lasted only 
about a minute, when Fearns, an Irishman, landed a light blow, 
and Sellers toppled over and declined to get up. There is little 
doubt that the affair was a fake, and the Hibernian triumph was so 
transparent a fraud that Fearns was ostracized even in his own 
country. At the time it seemed that the sport had received its 
death blow, but after a few years it was revived by Tom Johnson, 
or “Jackling,” who was a real fighter. Bill Stevens, who won the 
title from Slack, was the first of the fakirs, and he sold his title to 
George Meges for a paltry $250. George Millsom twice whipped 
Meges, and claimed the “honors,” but he was defeated in 1763 by 
Tom Juchau, a German. The fact that a Teuton held the title 
aroused considerable interest among the fans, and they made up a 
purse of $5,000 for a bout between Juchau and Bill Darts. The 
affair was a joke, and Darts became the title-holder, but the ex- 
hibition was so miserable that most of the sincere followers of the 
game turned against it. Tom Lyons, a waterman, gained the belt 
by the easy process of whipping Darts. Another fake fight gave 
the championship to Peter Corcoran, an Irishman, who paid $500 
for the belt. Peter was a somewhat better scrapper than his pre- 
decessors, but he succumbed to Harry Sellers. The latter bartered 
his belt to Duggan Fearns in 1780, but Fearns made a bad bargain, 
for the game was in such disrepute that he could get no matches.

1855—Tom Sayers knocked out “Bloody” Rhodes in three 
rounds, beginning his remarkable ring career which soon led to the 
championship. Sayers, who was very small for a heavyweight, wou 
the title in 1857 by defeating Bill Perry, the Tipton Slasher, a huge, 
uncouth giant. The Perry Sayers was a memorgble exhibition of 
skill and science pitted against brute strength. One round lasted 
thirty minutes, while the puffing giant chased the nimble Sayers 
“around the ring. Three years after winning the title Sayers fought 
another remarkable bout with John Heenan, a gigantic Irish- 
American, which was ended by official interference. Sayers retired 
the undefeated champion.
